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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to the control of a hydraulic clutch applied to a 
power train of a vehicle comprising an automatic transmission. According to the claims, 
in combination with other features, there is provided determining a tentative pre-charge 
period based on the pre-charge pressure to fill the interior of the clutch prior to engaging 
the clutch and the temperature of the hydraulic fluid supplied to the clutch, calculating a 
voidage in the interior of the clutch based on the elapsed time following a release of the 
clutch and the temperature of the hydraulic fluid, determining a pre-charge period based 
on the product of the tentative pre-charge period and the voidage, and causing the oil 
pressure supply unit to pre-charge the interior of the clutch for the pre-charge period.. 
The aforementioned limitations and combination thereof are not taught in the prior art. In 
light of the foregoing, the claims of the present application are found to be patentable 
over the prior art of record.
